The fight upon the tax equalization 
act repeal bill, which occupied a spec- 
tacular place in the legislative program 
of yesterday, will reach a decisive 
stage this morning, when at 9 o'clock 
the *finante committee of the senate 
meets to make up its recommendation 
upon: the Stovall bill, and the motion 
of Mr. Sheppard, of Sumter,-to recon- 
sider the action of the house yesterday 
in declining to set the Bale bill as a 
special continuing order comes up in the 
house. While the fight will be strong 
the chances seemed yesterday that the 
repeal movement will meet with de- 


feat. 

The action in the senate committee yes- 
terday oma follows the joint com- 
mittee meeting of the finance committee 
of the senate and the ways and means 
committee of the house Thursday aft- 
ernoon, when the committee members 
heard Dr. A. S. Stovall, of Elbert 
county, senator om the thirty-first 
district, urging e repeal.of the tax 
act, and Judge n C. Hart, state tax 
commissioner, voring the retention 
of the act upon the statute books and 
the strengthening of the.act. 

Debate, at Times, Heated. 

The debate between Judge Hart and 
Senator Stovall was extremely. heated 
and at times contained sharp personal 
thrusts. Judge Hart alleged that, al- 
though Senator Stovall declared that 
he favored the equalization, he had 
been the bitterest enemy that this idea 
had ever had in Georgia; he resented 
sharply thé.senator’s charges that the 
act wens Seenre, ond made a scathing

Senator Stovall in turn resented 
Judge Hart's allegations of politics 
having been injected into the opposi- 
tion to the tax act, and there was a 
tense situation for a moment when, 
after Senator Stovall Nad disagreed 
with the ruling og the United States 
supreme court up a point of consti- 
stitutionality, Judge Hart suggested 
that there is now an opening upon the 
supreme court bench. Senator Stovall 
objected to being “suggested forthe 
place,’ and Judge Hart declared that 
the people of Georgia would hold him 
up in contempt if he had made such a 
suggestion. E 

There was a fufther sensation when 
a tax assessor from Brooks county ap- 
peared before the joint meeting and de- 
clared that one of the representatives 
from Brooks county in the present leg- 
islature had turned in $150,000 worth of 
timber lands at $35,000, and that when 
the board raised the assessment to $70,- 
000 the owner appealed, and that the 
board expected this owner to object to 
payment upon the alleged real value of 
Ris property as long as the assessment 
might be made.

Motor Boats Hunt 
Man-Eating Sharks 


| Off Jersey Coast 


Presence of Large Schools 
of ‘Monsters Along Coast 
Brings Warning From the 
Bureau of Fisheries. 


New York, July 13.—Armed shark 
hunters in motor boats patrolled the 
New York and New Jersey coasts to- 
day while others lined the beaches in 
a concerted effort to exterminate the 
man-eaters which have moved north 
from their customary haunts, apparent- 
ly in large numbers. The village au- 
thorities of Matawan, N. J., offered a 
reward of $100 for every shark brought 
in dead or alive. 

The belief that a single shark was 
responsible for the killing of four 
swimmers in New Jersey waters within 
the past two weeks, two of them yes- 
terday in Matawan creek, a shallow 
inlet 16 miles from the open sea, has 
been dispelled by persons who actually 
have seen a half dozen or more of the 
monsters. 

One theory is that sharks which 
formerly fed on refuse thrown over- 
board from the many ocean steamships 
that plied before the war began, now 
have become ravenous. Even those not 
ordinarily classed as man-eaters, it is 
Said, probably have been driven by 
starvation to lurk in the waters of the 
Atlantic coast, warm at this season, 
and attack human beings. 

Three of the huge fishes were seen 
today in Matawan creek and are be- 
lieved to be bottled up there. Nets have 
been stretched under a bridge about a 
mile and a half from the mouth of the 
inlet to prevent egress. ; 
‘A British sloop arriving from Ber- 
muda’ was reported tonight to have 
killed a score of sharks during the voy- 
age, one of them off the New Jersey 
coast. 

Bathers in Terror. 

Terror has seized the multitudes who 
have bathed at beaches along the New 
York and New Jersey coasts and com- 
paratively few persons now 
into the water. At Asbury Park and 
other New Jersey resorts wire nets 
have been strung around the bathing 
areas. 

Little hope is entertained for the re- 
covery of the bod¥ of 12-year-old Les- 
ter Stillwell, the other victim of the 
Matawan creek tragedy. It is believed 
that he was devoured by the shalk, as 
persistent dragging of the inlet and 
dynamiting of the waters have failed 
to bring up the body. 

Many conflicting reports were re- 
ceived here during the day from va- 
rious points’ along the New York and 
New Jersey coasts regarding the killing 
of sharks, but only one appears to have 
had any foundation in fact. This was 
the news brought in by Anthony Lun- 
dy, captain of a fishing boat, who said 
his party of New York fishermen had 
cl “to-death a nine-foot shark, 
weighing 450 pounds, while cruising 
yesterday at Elberson, N. J. 

A fisherman reported tonight that he 
had vainly tried to kill with an Oara 
seven-foot shark which became entan- 
gled in his nets. He said the fish tried 
to strike his boat. 

Warning Is Issued. 

Washington, July 13.—Indications 
that there may. be large schools of 
sharks in unaccustomed waters along 
the Atlantic coast brought a warning 
from the bureau of fisheries today, and

C lair Positive Proof 


Kaiser and Kronprinz 
Were Sunk Off Jutland 


Washington, July 13.—An admiralty 
cablegram to the British embassy here 
says positive proof has been found that 
the two great German dreadnaughts, 
Kaiser and Kronprinz, were sunk by 
torpedoes during the battle of Jut- 
land, and that they now have been 
added to the official British list of 
German ships destroyed. 

The Kdiser was of 24,700 tons dis- 
placement, and carried ten 12-inch, fifty 
caliber guns. The Kronprinz carried 
ten i2-inch 45 caliber guns and dis- 
Placed 25,575 tons.

GEORGIA HIGHWAY 
COMMISSION BILL 
MEETS WITH FAVOR 


———— 


Will Be Reported to House 
Monday by Representative 
Turner as Substitute for 
Committee Measure. 


HIGHWAY COMMISSION 
OF FIVE IS PROVIDED 


Board Will Consist of Two 
Appointees of Governor, 
Priscn Board Chairman 
and Two Professors of En- 
gineering.

Differing in only a few minor respects 
from the bill drafted by the highway 
‘ommission commitéee of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce and approved by 
the legislative committee of the State 
Association of County Commissioners of 
Georgia, a bill providing for the crea- 
tion of a state highway commission was 
yesterday approved by the public high- 
ways committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

The bill will be reported to the 
house next Monday by Morton Turner, 
chairman of the committee, as a com- 
mittee substitute for the bill which Is 
set for that day, and which is the com- 
mittee substitute adopted last year .for 
the Andrews and other bills which 
went before the committee. 

Turner Leads Fight. 

Representative Turner, of Quitman, 
was selected several months ago io 
lead the fight in behalf of such a 
measure. After weeks of diligent 
work and innumerable conferences 
he opened the committee meet- 
ing Thursday with the support of all 
interests, including the _ state prison 
commission, back of him. He will con- 
tinue in active charge of the measure 
in the house. 

The bill, as it will be reported to 
the house by Mr. Turner, being a sub- 
stitute for a bill already on the calen- 
dar, will take the position of the prior 
bill, and the chances for ita coming to 
an early vote—and, its friends say, a 
favorable one—are bright. 

The measure provides for the creation 
of a commission of five men; two to be 
citizens appointed by the governor, the 
chairman of the prison commission, and 
the professors of engineering of the 
state university and of the Georgia 
School of Technology. One of the two 
men appointed by the governor shall 
be chosen chairman of the board. 

Features of Measure. 

Additional outstanding features are: 

That the commissioners shal! draw no sal- 
ary, but shall receive $10 a day when ac- 
tually in the service of the commission in 
attending to the duties of the commission, 
total payment not to exceed $400 each per 
year; the commission shall appoint a chief 
engineer at a salary not to exceed $400 per 
month; it shall have turned over to it 15 
per cent of the white convicts of the state

}agree to work proposed by the highway com- 


mission in its ceunty, and must agree to fur- 
nish the highway gangs while in their coun- 
ty, with food, fuel and necessary road ma- 
terials, before the state highway gang may 
do any work in the county; the commission 
shall furnish to the counties of the state, on 
equest, surveys, maps, specifications and full 
detallis and assistance in regard to road 
building in each county, free of expense to 
the county; the present automobile tax shal! 
be turned over to the highway commiasion 
and used in road building and be collected 
by the highway commission for this purpose: 
and the commission ts authorized .to receive 
money from the United States government 
to be expended on roads itn Georgia as may 
be directed or required by the government. 
History of Legislation. 

In a formal address before the com- 
mittee Charles L. Davis, of Warm 
Springs, one of the champtons of the 
Georgia chamber bill, briefly recited 
the history of the proposed legislation 
from the time of its proposal at the 
annual meeting of State Association of 
County Commissioners, held in the 
Kimball house last November, when a 
committee was appointed to draw up a 
bill, of which the pending one is the 
outgrowth. 

“Georgia,” he said, “is spending in 
cash and its equivalent something like 
$4,000,000 a year on roads and road- 
building and we think that the time 
has arrived when we need a distinct 
and Separate board or commission to 
handle this work, see to the expendi- 
ture of this money, in order for the 
state to realize the fullest possible re- 
sults. 

“I do not,” he continued, “favor any 
bill that would in any manner inter- 
fere, however, with the control of the 
prison commission over the convicts 
of Georgia, but I do think that the 
highway commission should be sepa- 
rate and distinct and independent from 
any other state department.” 

T. E. Pasterson, of the prison com- 
mission, offered three suggestions as 
amendments to the bill. 

“First,” he said, “I think the state 
geologist ought to be a member of the 
highway commission, because his 
knowledge of soils, rock, etc., would be 
of inestimable value. And I think the 
secretary of state, because of his 
knowledge of and connection with the 
automobiles paying license fees in 
the highway fund, would be a valuable 
member. 

“second, I want to see a provision put 
in which would give the commission 
authority to make contracts and enter 
into agreements with the federal gov- 
ernment, such as might become néces- 
sary to make the operation of the law 
fully effective.

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Zeppelin Freighters Coming, 
Predicts Deutschland’s Captain 


Baltimore, July 18.—Count von Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador, spent 
an hour aboard the German submarine 
merchantman Deutschland today. He 
thoroughly inspecha the vessel, had the 
intricate machinery and instruments ex- 
plained to him and personally congrat- 


,ulated Captain Koenig upon bringing 


the craft safely to America through 
waters infested with hostile war craft. 

Two attaches of the German embas- 
sy, the German and Austrian consuls 
in Baltimore, and Mayor Preston accom- 
the ambwssador. The intense 
heat inside the hull of the submersi- 
ble, generated by the sun’s rays beat- 
ing upon the deck and sides prevented 
the party from remaining aboard long- 
er than an hour. 

The ambassador informed Captain 
Koenig that he would send to him be- 
fore the Deutschland starts on her re- 
turn voyage several packets of official 
papers which he desires to have deliv- 
ered to the Berlin foreign office. Some 
of these documents embassy officials 
have been reluctant to trust in the reg- 
ular mails because it was considered 
likely they would fall into the hands 
of British censors. 

Zeppelins to Carry Freight. 

City officials who visited the subma- 
rine today quoted Captain Koenig as 
saying that Zeppelin airship freighters 
are being built in Germany for trans- 


Atlantic service. 
“To you,’ Captain Koenig was quoted 


as saying, “the trip of the Deutschland 
is a great achievement. You must not 
be too enthusiastic over it, for a bigger 
surprise is coming. A great Zeppelin 
airship, or may be I should say airships, 
are being built in Germany. In the not 
distant future one or more of them will 
sail through the air to the United 
States. Just as sure as the Deutschland 
came to America, so will the Zeppelins 
come.” 

The Deutschland, having discharged 
her cargo, is umdergoing some minor 
repairs by members of the crew. Their 
task seemed to have been completed 
tonight, and the work of loading the 
return cargo, consisting principally of 
crude rubber and nickel, is expected to 
begin tomorrow or next day. Before 
the return cargo is placed aboard the 
vessel it will be carefully inspected. 

Von Bernstorff Enthusiastic. 

The ambassador was enthusiastic as 
he emerged from the Deutschland’s con- 
ning tower. 

“It is a wonderful boat, and, with 
as courageous a crew as ever sailed the 
sea, hag made a wonderful voyage,” 
said he. “I climbed up and down every 
hatchway, looked into every compart- 
ment and had my first experience with 
a periscope. 

‘Captain Koenig did not tell me just 
when he expects to leave for Germany, 
but I presume it will be soon after he 
has his return cargo aboard. He has 
his orders from Berlin. His craft is a

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HURRICANE HEADED 
FOR GEORGIA COAST 


Shipping Is Under Heavy 
Lash — Skyrockets Warn 
Incoming Craft—Seashore 
Pleasure Seekers Make for 
Safety. 


Savannah, Ga., July 13.—With hurri- 
cane warnings displayed by the local 
weather bureau and a etiff northeast 
gale blowing off the coast, all ship- 
ping in the harbor early tonight took 
precautions to guard against damage 
from the heavy blow which is expected 
to reach here before morning. 

At Tybee island, a summer resort:18 
miles from here on the coast, where 
there are hundreds of cottages of 
flimsy construction, many people be- 
came alarmed early tonight when the

Off Tybee bar the gale this after- 
noon caused the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation company's steamer 
Somerset, from Jackronville for Bal- 
timore, via Savannah, to anchor three 


near the quarantine station. 
Eclipse wae said to be badly damaged 
and later was towed into the harbor. 
The tug Paulsen will take her sta- 
tion at the mouth of the river tomor- 
row. All vessels in the harbor have 
put out eXtra hawsers and anchors. 

Considerable alarm was aroused in 
the city tonight when the weather bu- 
reau began firing rockets from the 
roof of one of the tallest buildings to 
warn ships off the coast. Officials of 
the bureau also sent requests to Beau- 
fort and Georgetown, S. C., that rock- 
ets be sent up at those places at brief 
intervals. 


Brunswick reported a northeast gale 
blowing there early tonight, but so far 
no damage has been done at that port. 

Late trains from Tybee tonight came 
over tracks which were covered with 
water nearly a foot deep for a stretch 
of several miles. 

According to passengers on the last 
train from Tybee tonight, a negro who

London, July 13.—The entente allied 
offensive on the western front is only 
in its beginning, declared Premier As- 
quith today in anneuncing in the house 
of commons that the government had 
decided to ask workers to forego their 
August holidays because of the de- 
mand for munitions in France. He ex- 
pressed conviction that the workmen 
would co-operate in this plan so as to 
make it plain to Great Britain's foes 
that the offensive in its present in- 
tensity of bombardment and assault, 
would, if necessary, be “continued in- 


lticular success.

definitely.’ The premier also an- 
nounced that by royal proclamation the 
August bank holidays would be post- 
poned and he appealed to all classes 
for postponement of all holidays until 
further and defi@ite progress of the of-| 
fensive had been secured, 
Workers Have Responded. 

The premier recalled that the June 
and July holidays had been postponed 
in view of the urgent military require- 
ments of the moment, and he had to 
acknowledge on the part of the gov- 
ernment a very full response by the 
workers to his appeal at that time. 

Since then, he added, a great and 
very favorable change in the military 
situation has been produced by the al- 
lied offensive now in progress. 

“That offensive,” he continued, 
only in its beginning and it necessarily 
requires for its success a continuous 
supply of munitions of all kinds. From 
the success achieved, we have been 
able to gauge the paramount necessity 
of avoiding even the slightest risk of 
restriction of the use of munitions in 
the field, not merely in the weeks im- 
mediately before us, but until our 
objective is achieved. 

Must Be No Slackening. 

“In the opinion of the commander-in- 
there must be no slackening in 
the output, even for a moment. I, 
therefore, appeal to the patriotism of 
the workers and the public generally 
to again postpone their holidays in or- 
der that the attack, so brilliantly be- 
gun, can be carried through to a 
triumphant conclusion.” 

Where health required, continued the 
premier, leave of absence would be 
granted and the government held them- 
selves responsible for seeing that the 
holidays were merly postponed and not 
abandoned.

RUSS FORCES PIERCE 
VON BOTHMER’S FRONT 
BUT ARE DRIVEN BACK 


French Report But Little 
Fighting in Somme Sec- 
tion—Germans Still Ham- 
mering Fort Souville, Near 


Verdun, With Big Guns. 


London, July 13.—The most violent 
fighting in the great entente allied of- 
fensive is on the eastern front where 
General Brussiloff’s tremendous blows 
are being continued without apparent 
lull or hesitation. Temporarily at least, 
the Austro-Germans appear to have 
halted the Russian advance along the 
Stokhod. Both sides are reported to 
be hurling fRuge reinforcements of men 
and guns into this titanic struggle, the 
prize of which is the immensely im- 
portant strategic town of Kovel. 

Farther to the south a battle of al- 
most equal intensity is raging on the 
lower Stripa, where the Russians are 
striking north in aneffort to crush 
General von Bothmer and flank the en- 
tire Austro-German line. 

The Austrians admit that the Rus- 
sians penetrated Von Bothmer’s front at 
some points, but assert they were driven 
out again in counter attacks. The Rus- 
sians claim to have taken 2,000 prison- 
ers, but make no mention of a gain in 
territory. 


BRITONS ADVANCE 
AND HOLD TERRITORY. ~* 


The Briitish have done more than 
hold their gains on their portion of the 
Somme front, and the usual period of 
consolidation and the pushing of the 
big artillery is presumed to be taking 
place. A similar situation exists on the 
French line and a remarkably brief 
French official statement of Thursday 
night simply records the continuance 
of the bombardment at Fort Souville, 
in the Verdun region. 

The British official statement, issued 
tonight, reads: 

“The artillery on both sides has been 
active throughout the day. Asa result 
of sharp infantry fighting we are not 
only maintaining our pressure on the 
enemy, but have appreciably advanced 
our line at various points on the battle 
front. 

“In one sector of the front we cap- 
tured some German howitzers with a 
quantity of ammunition. These will be 
used against the enemy at a suitable 
opportunity.” 


DESPERATE FIGHTING 
IN GALICIA. 


Petrograd, July 13.—(Via London.)— 
The capture of more than 2,000 prison- 
ers by the Russians in desperate fight- 
ing west of the Lower Stripa in Galicia 
is announced by the war office in to- 
day's official statement. The state- 
ment says: 

“On the Dvina above and below 
Friedrichstadt we carried out guccess- 
ful reconnaissances. 

“On the Stokhod there has been an 
artillery duel. Some squadrons of 
enemy aircraft flew around our lines, 
dropping bombs and firing machine 
guns. 

“In Galicia in the region west of the 
Lower Stripa desperate fighting has 
occurred in many places, the enemy 
launching energetic counter attacks.

The 
house bill provided for an increase to 
only 61,000 men. 
When the personnel 
reached Senator Norris asked 
explanation of its purpose. Senator 
Swanson, in charge of the measure, 
replied that the section as drafked fol- 
lowed the recommendations of the navy 
general board and would give only a 
sufficient personnel to man the best 
battleships and cruisers now in com- 
mission and a 50 per cent complement 
for vessels in reserve. Senator Lodge, 
ranking republican member of the 
naval committee, also declared the in- 
crease imperative.

CHAMBER IN FAVOR

Every vacancy occurring by death, resigna- 
tion, or other causes, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment of the governor from a list of 
nominees certified by the supreme court, as 
in the. preceding paragraph provided for.”

Do Exist in Georgia 


The railroads of Georgia have suggested for the consideration of the Railroad Com- 
mission ot Georgia, at the hearing on August 17th, a system of rates that it is believed 
will eliminate the discriminations now existing between the cities and towns in Georgia. 


There are approximately two thousand railroad stations (cities and towns) in Geor- 
and towns are accorded what are known as “basing point 
which means that these comparatively few points enjoy lower rates than the other 
nineteen hundred and forty points. 


The rates between these cgmparatively few basing points are lower than the rates 
between intermediate points and hqwer than for like hauls in other directions. 


The basing point system has been condemned by the Federal Congress, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the Ratlroad Commission of Georgia and the authorities of other 


In their desire to retain the advantage they have enjoyed, a considerable number of 
these sixty favored larger cities and towns (basing points) are opposing a freight rate 


The railroads have been put on notice by the Supreme Court of the United States and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission that they must harmonize state and interstate rates. 


In the Shreveport Case, the Supreme Court of the United States held: 


“The power to deal with the relation between two kindsg-of rates as a relation lies 
It is manifest that the State cannot fix the relation of a car- 
rier’s inter and intrastate charges without directly interfering with the former, unless it 
simply follows the standard set by the Federal authorities.” 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, pursuant to an Act of Congress, has ordered 
To contorm to the requirements of this order 


Corréction of interstate systems of rates in conformity with present legal require- 
ments, without correcting intrastate systems so as to conform to the same standard, would 
create situations repugnant to the laws against discrimination. 


It is necessary to bring about a revision of rates in the entire Southeast in order to 
Farmonize intrastate rates with interstate rates. 


A beginning in the matter of revision of intrastate rates must be made. 
roads first petitioned the Railroad Commission of Georgia for a revision because more 
discriminations and inequalities exist in this State than in any other State in the South. 


Petitions are now being prepared for presentation to the Railroad Com- 
missions of various States in the Southeast with this object in view. 


What the railroads of Georgia now propose to the Railroad Commission of Georgia 
is a revision of Georgia rates in conformity with the principles that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, pursuant to Federal law, has required them to observe in adjusting

The real question involved is whether the proposed revision is just and reasonable 
from the standpoint of the railroads and the shippers, and such advances as are proposed 
should not be condemned simply because they are advances.

Judge Hart read

fore the committee and told of the 
benefits which his county has derived 
from the law; of the difficulties which 
face its administration; of how tax- 
dodgers have threatened him and other 
officials with defeat at the polls un- 
less they failed in their duty to list 
their property at proper valuation. Mr. 
Crowder esked thar the law be not re- 
pealed, and declared that it is re- 
pealed Meriwether county will go back 
to the conditions which existed before 
the law was enacted, when men who 
owned land valued at $40 and $50 per 
acre, returned it at $4 and $5 per acre. 
Mr. Crowder stated that in 1913 Mert- 
wether had taxable values of about 
$2,700,000 and that in 1916, through the 
operation of. the tax equalization act, 
Meriwether’s taxable values amount to 
approximately $5,000,000. 

Added 50,000 Acres, 


“We have added 59,000 acres of un- 
listed land in Meriwether to the di- 
gest,’ he said, “and we are still un- 
covering it. We have found much in- 
visible property which was escaping 
taxation. There is one man in Meri- 
wether—and he was formerly a mem- 
ber of the legislature from Meriwether 
—who told our board that he did not 
have any notes, yet we Knew at that 
very time of notes which he held for 
$17,000. We got that; and now he is 
working on another scheme to evade 
paying taxes on his notes. If you re- 
peal this law you will say to the tax- 
dodgers of Meriwether county, ‘Go on, 
boys, and take care of yourselves just 
as you please,’ and the situation in 
Meriwether, | judge, is not greatly dif- 
ferent from the other counties in the 
state.” 
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Takes Hart to Task. 

Senator Stovall, in rebuttal, took 
Judge Hart to task for pointing 
out Elbert county as an example, and 
stated that it had not been his inten- 
tion to center attention upon any one 
county, but that he had reference to all 
the counties as a whole. Senator Sto- 
vall stated that Mr. Tate, his brother- 
in-law, who is a member of the Elbert 
county board, is ill and that two mem- 
bers are now doing the work for the 
entire board. 

Senator Stovall made a comparison of 
Elbert county and Greene county. He 
said that back in 1914, Greene county 
had shown an increase of but $230, 
while Elbert county had shown an in- 
crease of $2,000,000. 

Senator Stovall stated that he was 
elected without opposition and went 
somewhat into the details of the argu- 
ments which he had used in his political 
campaigns in Elbert. 

He pointed out that there are corpo- 
rations in some counties which pay 
much into the state treasury while 
there are no such corporations in others, 
and that, therefore, those counties 
which have no such corporations ought 
to come in for their share of their 
taxes. He declared that, while Elbert 
county is already receiving more money 
from the state than she pays in, under 
the foregoing proposition Elbert ought 
to receive some $20,000. He declared, 
however, that Elbert county is no pau- 
per nor Deggar and will, therefore, not 
ask fo ore.

Senator Stovall de- 
clared that Elbert sent her soldiers to 
the war and that thei: patriotism should 
be rewarded.

Senator Stovall protested that it is not 
air to hold up single countieg as ex- 
amples. 

Valuation of Property. 

Another feature of the tax equaliza- 
tion act to which Senator Stovall ob- 
jected was that it deprives a man of 
the right to place his own valuation on 
his own property when he turns it in 
for taxation, and further, that inspec- 
tors are used under this law to ascer- 
tain what a man’s property is worth. 
Hie declared that he had seen many 
men come to the legislature to get in- 
creases in appropriations, but had never 
seen one come to get an increase in 
taxes. 

A warm tilt ensued between Senator 
Stovall and Judge Hart when the sen- 
ator asked him whether there had not 
been a question as to the constitution- 
ality of the law under the due process 
clause. 

Judge Hart said that there had, but 
that the United States supreme court 
had ruled the law constitutional. . 

Senator Stovall declared that he did 
not believe it was constitutional no 
matter what the United States supreme 
court said.

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MORE TINPLATE CHIVALRY. 


@Vhen the house committee adversely 
reported the bill to provide for the admis- 
sion of women to the post-graduate course 
of the University of Georgia the other day, 
upon the ground that “old-fashioned and 
traditional” theories as to woman’s sphere 
forbid it, it put itself in the class with those 
Georgia lawyers who, recently at Tybee, 
gave the same antiquated and unsatisfac- 
tory reason as to why women should not be 
admitted to practice law. 

It is another case of tinplate chivalry, 
which neither the women of Georgia nor 
modern man who is willing to accord her 
an equal opportunity in business and pro- 
fessional life will appreciate. 

Modern social conditions require in 
many instances that woman shall work to 
earn her living. Georgia is one of just two 
or three states that continue to deny her 
the right to enter any field she may choose 
and to which her ability and efficiency may 
call her. 

If there is a reason why women should 
be admitted to practice law in Georgia, 
there is even greater reason why she should 
be given the advantages of a university 
education. Georgia is looking to her to 
teach and instruct the children of future 
generations, a service for which there can 
be no equipment too great. 

The university has already extended to 
woman the master of arts degree, and a 
few have taken advantage of it. As there 
seems to have been some doubt with regard 
to the legality of this action, the chancellor 
recommended to the board of trustees, and 
the board recommended to the legislature, 
that a law be passed removing this doubt, 
opening the doors of the university to 
women for the master’s degree only, and 
making it possible for her to equip herself 
in the highest degree for the service which 
ghe stands ready to render the state. The 
proposal and the reasons for it are dealt 
with in an admirable article from Isma 
Dooly, which The Constitution’ publishes 


today. 


Scarcely had this recommendation been 
passed on to the legislature when the com 
mittee to which the measure was referred 
reported it adversely in response to the 
absurd argument based on “traditional and 
old-fashioned” principles. This is pure 
buncombe. Georgia says now to her women 
that they may go to the Industrial college 
at Milledgeville; that they may go to the 
Normal School at Athens; that they may 
go to the agricultural schools in the various 
congressional districts, and that they may 
thus equip themselves up to a reasonable 
degree; but beyond that they cannot go. 

And, while denying them this oppor- 
tunity for preparation, the state is calling 
upon them all the while to teach its chil 
dren; to build and mould the characters of 
the coming generation. 

Georgia is not called upon to spend a 
single copper cent in granting its women 
this meager privilege. The measure does 
not ask one dollar’s appropriation from the 
etate treasury. If it did, under present con- 
ditions, the opponents of the measure might 
have some possible ground to. stand on. 
But as it is, their only excuse, reduced to 
its last analysis, is-that of the Turk and the 
Hindoo, who make of women the subordi- 
nate, even to slavery. 

It is the duty of the state to provide its 
women with every possible facility for the 
highest and best equipment for this service. 
As it is now, those heroic women who per- 
gist in the effort, in spite of Georgia’s atti- 
tude,.must go outside the state and spend 
three or four times the amount of money 
that should be ‘required of them to get the 
foundation they should have for the work 
they expect to do. Hundreds of these 
women every year are going to institutions 
in other states, when they could for half 
the money or less be put into possession 


‘yight here of the equipment they need for 
teaching service. 


And the marvel of it all is that Georgia 


4 _ Jegislators should assume this attitude 
when it costs Georgia nothing to equip her 
‘women for higher and better results in the

zs “e Let us hope that the legislature, when 


it comes to a final consideration of this 


matter, will override the action of the 
committee and place before the women of 
Georgia the opportunity that will pave the 
way for them to render the better service 
the state demands. 


NO HALF-WAY MEASURE. 


Compulsory education is either good or 
it is not. But there is no such thing as 
half-way compulsory education. Any at- 
tempt at trimming through a middle ground 
would be worse than no law at all. 

The Macon Telegraph hag well charac- 
terized the legislative effort to get around 
the problem by a dog-fall, in an editorial 
entitled “High Treason to Georgia.” De- 
claring that it is both wrong and dishonest 
to trifle in thiS manner with the state’s 
highest educational interests, The Tele- 
graph says: 


If a real compulsory education law 
cannot be passed at this session of the 
general assembly let us drop all talk of a 
compromise, all ambition to get “as much 
as we can,’ and go back to original sources 
and work there until we get a general as- 
sembly that will take the bull by the horns 
instead of gingerly projecting an ingra- 
tiating “‘so-bossy” in his broad and sgen- 
eral direction. No greater calamity to 
the cause of getting every white child 
in Georgia into the public schools for a 
sufficient number of months a year for 
a sufficient number of years to make him 
a first-class intelligent citizen could hap- 
pen than to pass a bill merely to “save 
our faces.” Our faces aren't the issue— 
the issue is the uneducated children of 
this state, both now and coming. 


It is a question, as The Telegraph points 
out, to be considered solely upon the basis 
of the welfare of this state as embodied in 
the education and uplifting of her children. 

If the legislature proposes to deal with 
compulsory education simply to satisfy a 
demand for it and to appease the clamor, 
and because nearly all other states have 
taken the step, and that Georgia ought, 
therefore, to fall in line, it might as wel 
drop the matter right where it is and let it 
alone. 

The only theory upon which this matter 
should be handled is that of the benefit to 
the state itself through the children who 
will receive the advantages which the law 
confers. 

It is not a political question; it is any- 
thing else but that. If it is proposed to 
deal with it merely to throw out a sop, and 
by fooling ourselves, then the less’ said 
about it and the less time consumed upon 
it, the better. 

There is no excuse for enacting a bad 
or faulty or inefficient law upon the theory 
that it will prove the groundwork or foun- 
dation for a better one later on. Legisla- 
tive duty in this, as in every other matter 
involving state interest and welfare, is to 
enact the very best law possible and let the 
question of improvement depend upon ne 
cessity as it develops, and not merely upon 
a desire to “save its face” in the matter of 
a political issue. 

Georgia’s candidates for governor have 
all spoken for a compulsory education law. 
They recognize that there is a public de- 
mand for it. It has really gone beyond the 
issue stage, for it is a thing upon which 
all Georgia is agreed. 

If, therefore, we are to have at the 
hands of the present legislature merely 4 
political dodge, a half-way measure which 
is worse than none at all, it is better to 
drop the matter now and get to other im- 
portant business, passing it on to the hands 
of another general assembly that is not 
afraid to enact the real law that will meet 
the approval of the sentiment of the state.

OUR LYNCHING RECORD. 


Calling attention to the importance of 
helping Georgia abate her lynching record 
by effective action by the general assembly 
in the suppression of the mob, Profesgor 
George P. Shingler, Jr., of Emory univer- 
sity, has a card directly to the point pub- 
lished in today’s Constitution. 

Press and pulpit, as he points out, have 
sounded the alarm, have taken the initiative 
in behalf of law enforcement along all lines, 
and it is the unquestioned legislative duty 
to act now, if we would escape the further 
effect of the evils which an inexcusable 
lynching record has brought upon us. 

There is now being circulated through- 
out the United States a pamphlet prepared 
by the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, dealing with 
a recent lynching in Waco, Texas. It was 
a case in which there was no doubt as to 
the guilt of the victim, and yet for the sake 
of law and order, the communities involved 
had agreed to make no effort to lynch the 
culprit, provided the courts took prompt 
action. The courts met the wishes of the 
people, promptly convicted the negro and 
sentenced him to be hanged. Scarcely had 
sentence been pronounced when the mob 
gathered, went into the court room and took 
him from the hands of the authorities of the 
law, carried him out, tortured and mutilated 
him, burned: him and hanged the body to a 
tree, while a mob of thousands gathered 
round him. 

The people who read this pamphlet will 
associate the circumstances of it with the 
next lynching that occurs in Georgia, or 
any other southern state. It describes a 
process in a particular case; the same bru- 
tality and callousness will be associated in 
the mind of the reader with every other 
lynching. 

Thus the evil grows in the minds of the 
people abroad. But it is more for the sake 
of ourselves, of our own flesh and blood 
and the civilization it represents, that we 
should stand so emphatically for law en- 
forcement that occurrences of this sort 
would be impossible. While opinion away 
from home is of grave importance to our 
commercial future, our own self-respect is 
even above and beyond that consideration. 

It hag been said that the laws we have 
are sufficient to suppress mobs and lynch- 
ing. That may be true, and yet they do 
not do it. If it is necessary to bolster po- 
litical spines with stronger and more im- 
perative laws, then we ought to have them. 

What Georgia must do is to put an end 
to lynching and the mob, and the legislature 
now in session should not adjourn until it

TO TAKE POST-GRADUATE COURSE 


OFFERED FREE 


AT THE UNIVERSITY 


By Isma Dooly. 

I resent the excuse of “old fashioned” and 
“traditional” being given to exonerate the 
men who voted against the bill which pro- 
posed to admit women to the post-graduate 
department of the University of Georgia. 
The old-fashioned man—the man who was 


called by all the world “the southern cava- 


lier,” revered all that was superior in wom- 
an. His tradition was that she was the 
most ornamental element in life—that she 
was to be cultured, to be accomplished, and 
even her domestic training was to be car- 
ried to the artistic degree. In the old days 
one of the dramatic scenes pictured in lit- 
erature and in the romance of those times 
was when the “little miss” went off to school, 
went to learn all the graces which she had 
not acquired in the home. And it was not 
only the little miss of the “principality of 
the plantation” who went, but the daughter 
of the man who managed the farm, and the 
daughter of every tenant who could save 
and struggle to make the money to send 
the daughter where she should become the 
well-rounded, accomplished woman; the well- 
equipped companion, the reigning being of 
the home. These were the women, mothers 
of the men, who carvied the south through 
her days of reconstruction; who brought the 
south to the beginning of her new life. 
The Highest Type. 

These were the women who, when they 
lost husbands, fathers, brothers, negrves, 
lands, and all their worldly possessions, 
went forth to work, to keep the home to- 
gwether; to help to train and educate the 
younger children. They were the teachers in 
the Sunday schools and day schools. They 
were the first women writers—the first ones 
to contribute to the literature of the coun- 
try through the press, north and south, 
and to promote knowledge of the higher 
things. 

It was the impression of this woman of 
yesterday who was educated in a knowledge 
of the higher things, which had its influ- 
ence nv doubt upon the chancellor of the 
University of Georgia, when, in his desire to 
perpetuate the higher culture of the women 
of his state, he recommended to the trustees 
of the university at their last meeting, that 
the post-graduate course of the university be 
opened to women. 

No one Knows better than Chancellor 
‘Barrow the demands of modern education on 
the woman of today. Not only in the 
school, but in the home, a broader knowledge 
of life is being required of her. The high- 
er citizenship of Georgia in their efforts to 
reduce the shameful quota of illiteracy are 
straining every point to bring every depart- 
ment of education to the highest standard. 
To do this the first and most potent factor 
is the good teacher. Seven-tenths of the 
teachers in Georgia are women. To them 
is entrusted the training of the male and 
female child of the state. She is told her 
pay, her promotion, depends upon her effi- 
ciency.. To acquire that efficiency she sets 
out. She notes that the women holding the 
highest faculty positions, who are making 
strides in their profession, are those who have 
the advantages of a higher education than 
women have in Georgia today to become ped- 
agogists. But they have had to go out of 
their state to get that training in order to 
come back to Georgia and teach the chil- 
dren of Georgia the way they should be 
taught. 

Yet, in the University of Georgia there 
is that department—the post-graduate course 
established in 1910—which, in a year's time, 
would give the woman completing the course 
the same advantage she would have in other 
universities outside of her state, where she 
must struggle to raise the money to go. 

Why This Injustice? 

Why should this injustice be dealt out to 
the women of Georgia? Why must the wom- 
en of Georgia’ who are being equipped to 
teach the children of Georgia be denied the 
training in their own state which they 
need” If women were no longer to teach in 
Georgia schools; if they had proven fail- 
ures as teachers, or if opening the post-grad- 
uated course to women requtred an increased 
expense to the university, one might under- 
stand a momentary hesitation about grant- 
ing them the privilege. But with the de- 
mand for the woman teacher on the increase. 
with Georgia's illiteracy net on the decrease. 
one can scarcely understand why any ob- 
stacle should be put in the way of the wom- 
en of Georgia getting every opportunity of 
education being granted to women anywhere 
in the civilized world. 

Someone has brought forth the idea of co- 
education as an obstacle in this matter of 
proposing to open the post-graduate depart- 
ment of the university to women. 

This idea comes so near being a reflection 


on the virtue of the young men and women 
of Georgia earnestly desiring to equip them- 
selves the better for life through the oppor- 
tunities of their own university, I will not 
by another word initiate such an argument. 
The meré suggeston is a base injustice. 


Bill Not Considered. 

I can not believe that those legislators 

who voted against the bill realized the sig- 
nificance of their act. |} can not believe 
they realized the great expense they put 
upon the young women whom they look to. 
to train and educate the children of the 
state. 
For years this disadvantage under which 
the young teachers of the state labor be- 
comes more apparent, and the appeals made 
to agencies who are trying to help them be- 
come the more numerous. 

In looking over the annual report of the 
student aid committee of the Georgia Federa- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, I noted among the 
many items a letter from a young Georgia 
girl who, while educating herscif, has had 
to help support her family. [ have asked 
Mrs. H. B. Wey, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, to permit me to use that item of her 
report and also the letter whieh so dramat- 
ically presents the struggle girls of Georgia 
have to equip themselves as teachers. 

The Report. 

August 12, 1912—A young woman of 18, 
belonging to a large family, applies for a 
loan of $100 to help meet expenses at Athens 
State Normal. 

September, 1912—Loan having been grant- 
ed, she enters senior class. 

June, 1913-—She receives diploma and ace 
cepts a position as a primary teacher. 

1913-14-15-—-Teaches with success, but un- 
able to make payments on loan as planned 
because she assisted in meeting the expense 
of serious and protracted illness in the fam- 
ily. 

1915-16—Taught in a high 
makes payments reducing debt. 

June 1916—The following 
ceived: 

“My Dear Mrs. Wey: For several years 
it has been necessary for me to help the 
family, and with the small salary I received 
I have not been able to pay my debt as soon 
as I intended. I think now that I can pay 
the balance in the early fall. I regret that 
I cannot pay it now, but after my year’s 
work I found that I had only $5.40 for my 
expenses until I begin drawing a salary 
again. 

“Quite as a surprise [I was elected princi- 
pal of high school at a salary of $85, 
which meant a $35 raise for me. I am to 
have entire charge of the school and teach 
the ninth and tenth grades. It is going to be 
very hard for me. but I am studying this 
summer and am going to work hard to make 
it a success. There has never been a lady 
principal there before, and I am likely to 
have trouble, but I'm going to take it any- 
way.

Concerning Legislation 
On Lynching by the 
General Assembly 


Editor Constitution: “Of the making of 


laws there is no end.” The unenviable rep- 
utation gained by our beloved common- 
wealth in having charged against her honor 
and her law-abiding citizens the largest 
number of lynchings should not be allowed 
to remain. The press and pulpit have 
sounded the alarm; the body of religious 
educators in Birmingham assembled have 
started a campaign of law and order and 
decried lynchings in strongest terms. 

The laws of recent times empowering the 
governor to change jurisdiction in any case 
where he thinks lawlessness is likely to 
break out and the promise of everv judge 
to hold special sessions of court whenever 
the unspeakable crime is committed or other 
crimes likely to enrage and arouse the heat- 
ed passions of the people, would seem to 
answer all purposes. But in the face of the 
above facts, especially, the record grows. 
Something else is radically wrong to permit 
such a deplorable state of affairs to continue. 
If the history of our lynchings is studied 
the fact is revealed that the offender was 
either seized by an angry mob from the 
sheriff and posse or else the offender was 
caught by such &@ mob and dealt with ac- 
cording to the dictates of overwrought pas- 
sions. No one is to be blamed for such an 
action. It is “regrettable,” of course; a 
“shame.” a “disgrace!’" What evidently is 
lacking one need not go very far to find— 
official responsibility. 

South Carolina has abated the disgrace. by 
passing a very salutary statute requiring 
payment to the family of the Ivnched, such 
payment originating in the county where the 
crime against civilization was committed. 
Georgia need not duplicate this statute. An- 
other way out can certainly be found by our 
law-making body. 

It may not be as evident to many of our 
citizens the extent and harm’ of this wave 
of lawlessness which is allowed to run riot 
in our beloved state. A few observations and 
instances will suffice. Last summer in Chi- 
cago. for example, the whole south was 
defamed by the press and even in the street 
talk for what happened in Georgia. Many 
hard things were written, but there was 
no way to combat it by more talk. We have 
had quite a sufficiency of that on both sides 
of the question. We need action; and now 
is the time, while we are sober minded, to 
have it done by the present general assem- 
bly.

Debate upon the committee proposal 
to set the tax repeal bill as a special 
and continuing was the most 
spirited and acrimonious that the mem 
bers of the ihutise have engaged in thus 
far during the session.

Sheppard, of Sumter, speaking for 
the repeal, declared that Georgia cor- 
porations had, under the existing law, 
paid $40,000 Jess taxes, and the farm- 
ers, since it went into effect, had paid 
$80,000 more. 

This was denied by Fullbright, of 
Burke, who spoke against the repeal 
bill. Also speaking against the as- 
signing of the repeal! bill was Garland 
M. Jones, of Coweta. 

Representatives Bale, of Floyd; Sto- 
vall, of McDuffie; Taylor, of Mon- 
roe; Parks, of Upson, all spoke in fa- 
vor of assigning the bill on the cal- 
endar. 

A somewhat heated debate preceded 
the vote on the committee’s report to 
assign the woman suffrage bill as a 
special and continuing order. The gal- 
lery contained perhaps fifty women 
who had come to note what might 
happen to their measure, and when, 
in the course of a speech in behalf of 
the act, Representative Wohlwender, of 
Muscogee, its author, made a particu- 
larly telling point, the onlooking wom- 
en above burst forth in cheers, and 
the speaker pounded loudly for order. 

The only speech against the measure 
was made by Representative Stark, of 
Jackson, who declared last week from 
the floor that he was against it. He 
characterized the “votes for women” 
agitation as a “fool idea born in and 
ransplanted from the far west.’ Re- 
plying to Wohlwender’s allusion to the 
fact that planks favorable to woman 
suffrage have been placed in the na- 
tional democratic and republican plat- 
forms, Mr. Stark said: 

“Fool Western Idea.” 

“Yes, and if the democratic party 
goes down to defeat in November it 
will be because of its trying to tack 
on this fool western. idea.” 

The assignment of the bill was lost, 
21 to 91.

Savannah, Ga., July 13.—While farm- 
ers in southwest Georgia are rejoicing 
in the belief that early estimates of 
the storm and flood damage to crops 
were placed too high, others in Ware 
and nearby counties tonight are fear- 
ing disastrous floods in view of the 
threatening overflow of the Satilla and 
Altamaha river systems. 

The Satilla already has broken ove? 
its banks in some places and crops in 
the lowlands in Ware county have been 
badly damaged. The river there 18 
still rising and at Waltertown it has 
spread over an area a mile, where the 
water is from one to five feet deep, 
and many small bridges have been 
out. Kast of Waycross the 
is said to be two miles wide. 

The rapid rise of the Altamaha river 
today caused stock men in_ Liberty 
county to hurry into the adjoining low- 
lands and drive out their cattle and 
hogs, fearing they would be drowned if 
the river gets beyond its banks. 

Trains Detoured. 

Waycross, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)— 
High water hetween Quitman and Ous- 
tonight interrupted traffic on the 
Atlantic Coast line and trains are 
reaching Waycross by a detour via Al- 
bany. 

‘Satilla River Bridges Impassable. 

Waycross, Ga., July 13.—(CSpecial.)— 
County Commissioner and Road Super- 
intendent John Youmans tonight stat- 
ed that three of the main Satilla river 
bridges, north and northwest of Way- 
cross, were impassable on account of 
the steady rise in the river, with pros- 
pects of much damage to all ap- 
proaches. At Watertown water 1s 
from one to five feet ever nearly a 
mile of the county road and within a 
foot of the highest record Known in 
five years. 

Crops in the lowlands along the river 
have been badly damaged or ruined. 
The crest of the Satilla flood is expect- 
ed Friday night or Saturday. Kast 
of the city the river has spread to a 
width of from one to two miles in 
many places. Today's rain was not 
heavy enough to have much effect on 
the river. Smaller bridges over 
branches and creeks, near the Satilla, 
are all classed as dangerous by Mr. 
Youmans, who is out tonight with 
regular repair gangs. 

Flood Damage in Butts. 

Jackson, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)— 
The recent unprecedented rains have 
done heavy damage to farmers through- 
out Butts county. Farmers living along 
the Ocmulgee river and in the neigh- 
borhood of the Central Georgia Power 
company’s immense reservoir, which 
backs water for twenty miles, had their 
crops covered in water and the damagé 
will be hard to estimate. The Ocmulgee 
river was higher at the power plant 
than it had been since the dam was 
built. and water poured over the dam 
about six to eight feet Island Shoals 
bridge, between Henry and Newton 
counties, was washed away. At Indian 
Springs the springs were completely 
immersed in water for two days and it 
was impossible to get any water to 
drink there.
